14. (a) If the opinion of the Board is that the film is 
suitable for approval as a scientific film, a film intended tor 
educational purposes, a film dealing with news and 
current events or a documentary film, the Chairman shall 
make a recommendation to the Central Government in 
accordance with the opinion of the Board. 

(b) If the opinion of the Board is as in clause (b) ot 
clause (c) of rule 12, the Chairman shall communicate the 
♦pinion ♦f the Board to the applicant in writing and specify 
a date, not later than seven days fiom such communication, 
within which he may, if he so desires, make a representation 
against the opinion of the Board. 

(c) On expiry of the date so specified or on receipt of the
